But suppose that the - spades 
were divided 4-2—that is what 
the expert figures on. 

If the spades had been divid- 
ed 4-2, declarer would have 
made his contract; but as it was, 
It took one of the greatest defen- 
sive plays It hns been my ‘pre 
vilege to seo to set the contract, 

South did not take the third 
round of trumps. Instead, he led 
n club to dummy’s fee, came 
back to his hand with 1 club, 
then led the king of clubs, At 
this point neither of the defen- 
ders had a club, but if either 
one of them. had ruffed — this 
trick, the contract would have 
been mado, Stayman discarded 
‘the seven of diamonds, having 
played. the. three of diamonds 
at trick four on dummy's king. 
Bellove it or not, Rapee dis- 
carded the deuce of diamonds, 

Now declarer was sure that 
Stoyman hod held four spades, 
.s0 he Jed another club, on 
which Stayman discarded the 
ten of dinmonds, Rapee trumped 
this trick, and Iced a diamond 
which Staoyman trumped, thus 
defeating the contract’ one trick.
